THE MIDDLEMAN IN THE MILK BUSINESS. 


The contractor or middleman is causing most of the trouble over Ihu 


sale and price of mill; in Boston. 
As the contractors hiivn yearly contracts 


with the .railroads they can probably get all tho milk they need outside the 
trouble zone. 
Tho fact remains, however, that the producers should have 


equal facilities for shipping their milk to the cities in which 
it 
is 
sold. 


This privilege would enable them to dispense with tho middleman. 


Here in Lowell there is danger that the imposition of unnecessary and 


expensive red tape in tho sale of milk may drive many farmers out of the 
business, so ns to give way to a trust that will bring milk from a great 
distance. 
The milk collected from parts of New Hampshire, Maine and 


Vermont would not be nearly KO good as that which the careful farmer in 
the suburbs of Lowell produces and delivers to his customers. The coming 
of n trust to Lowell would mean the elimination of the producer and (lie 
introduction of imported milk. That would put most of the present milk- 
men out of business.

seamanship and a plucky engine crew 
saved the Santurce from going la the 
bottom but her commander. Captain 
Folker, had no soft words for fifteen 
of his deck hands, who, like rats from 
a sinking ship, scurried over the sides 
of their vessel to the Ugonier while 
the latter's bow was grinding the side 
of the Santurce. 
The collision took 


place off Cape Cod light about 8 o'clock 
last night in the midst of a dense . 
fog. 
The Snnturce had discharged a! 


heavy cargo of sugar in Boston and 
was jogging along'around the cape for 
New York. The Ligonier with several 
hundred thousand gallons of oil under 
her hatches which sho had loaded at 
Port 
Arthur, 
Texas, 
was 
grop- 


ing her way north through the smoth- 
er of fog for Beverly, 


The Ligonier struck the Santurce on 


the starhnnrd side, abreast 
of 
the 


main 
rigging. 
A 
twelve foot hole 


which reached below the waterline was 
torn in the Santurce' side. 


The deck crew of the Santurce were 


panic-stricken and leaped over 
the 


bow of the Ligonier before the two 
vessels drew apart.

The oilers 
and engineers worked about the ma- 
chinery -with their oil cans and Cap- 
tain Folker and two officers clung" to 
the bridge and guided the 
crippled 


craft as she

Peaked Hill bars and rounded Race 
Point into the harbor. 


Captain Folker came ashore and re- 


ported the extent of his injuries to his 
owners by telephone. 
It is expect- 


ed that the Santurce will be towed to 
Boston. 
The Ligonier probably reach- 


ed Beverly Rome time this forenoon.
